AN INTRRBSTING TIB. 


Of a tie rote between two candi- 


dates in White Pine, tbe E:ko Inde- 
pendent says: 


There is a tie between two candi- 


dates (or the Assembly in White 
Pine county. The tie is not between 
a Republican and a Democrat, bat, 
strange as it may seem, between two 
Democrats. Wbi'e Pine it seems 
elects four 
Assemblymen, and it 


appears that there are three candi 
dates who have a larger number of 
roles than these two Democratic can- 
didates who are tied and therefore 
only one of them can be elected. The 
law provides that in the case of a tie 
• new election shall be held for tbe 
office on which the tie occurs, which 
election is not confined to the two 
original candidates, bat is open to 
anybody who may choose to ran. 
There is one way in which a new 
election ooold in all probability be 
avoided and that is by a recount of 
all the rotes oast, but as there is no 
law for doing this in case of a tie, it 
ooa Id only be done by consent of all 
interested parties. The new law for 
s recount where a majority is not 
greater than ten doea not apply in 
the case of a tie, bnt it is a defect in 
the law that it was not framed so as 
to include a case of that kind, and it 
ah jnld be so amended at the coming 
session of the Legislature.

It ma sea the struggle a 
comparatively easy one, because the 
party »ill need but to elect twenty- 
five out of the sixty-two, to secure a 
majority on j">ut ballot. It will 
have co trouble «hitlo\er to ilo that. 
Therefore it is safe to prodict that 
Nevada will continue to be reprn- 
SDBted in the United States Senate 
by Republicans for at leust eight 
years more. The election thia year 
really had an important bearing on 
the one to come when a President is 
to tie chosen.

NBVADA INS A NIC ASYLUM. 


The Carson Tribune, in a lengthy 


editorial, strongly recommends the 
incoming L gislatare to consider the 
erection of an insane asylum. 
The 


Austin Revsille commenting upon it 
says: 


It is a matter that has been very 


generally favored by the press of the 
State for same years past. There is 
no question but wkat our insane 
should be oared for at home, a fact 
naver denied, not even by the Legis- 
lature, bat the latter has invariably 
claimed that the DOS* would be great- 
er to treat and care for the insane in 
Nevada than it now is in Oaifornia. 
Accepting that to be so, what does 
the mere matter of a few dollars 
amount to, when all other conven- 
iences and ad vantages are considered. 
It coats money to get the insane to 
Stockton, and it costs money to send 
ov«r a legislative committee every 
session to examine into the care and 
treatment of our patients, and H 
costs money for the friends of the 
insane to travel to California, every 
no wand then. All things considered, 
we believe the Legislature will be 
indorsed by nine-tenths of their con- 
stituents in the erection of an insane 
asylum in some desirable locality 
along the easterns slopes of the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains.
